Building in the fall, the rook ger- 
dener can plant his Alpines while oon- 
rtructlon ta proceeding and this. aU 
experts agree, la the very beet system. 
Under these .cimimamifn the roots 
of the plant* may be spread out iB k 
natural way. This la much better than 
fofclng them Into narrow spaces wbleb 
of course la unavoidable when the 
rockery la built before planting Is 
started. 

A good many new rock gardens wUl 
be built in Victoria this autumn and 
a good many gardeners, wbo up to now 
havt confined themaalvee to border 


A good manure for top dressing con¬ 
sists of ooe-third each of loam, sand 
and Isaf mould. It should be dry 
enough to work among the foliage 
without stieklBg to the fingers. A 
little slacked lime added to the mU- 
lure is good for aU plants except those 
that are known aa ’’lime haters.'* Hsarty 
•U Alpines that have white or grey 
leaves or the foliage of which la aU- 
very, wooley or silky are the better for 
hme. 

Many wooley or halry-leafcd plants i 
require protection from overhead water 
in the winter and some few are the< 
better for it the yeer around. Tht. 
beet way to give them this protection 
la to bend wire* in such a way as to 
bold a M»*et of glass over the plants.

In the interval the 
value of production hat increat^ by over 737 per 
cent, capital mvettment by over 1160 per cent, the 
number of eniployeet by almott 754 per cent and 
the amount of their talariet and waget by over 1,367 
per cent. Cott of raw matcrialt alto thowed an in- 
creaM in the tame period of almott 839 per cent. 
A decade ago. in 1922, the output had a value of 
$4,675,205. while at the five-year intervil in 1927 
it vat $9,570,917. 

Tim induttry it carried on entirely in the provincet 
of Quebec and Ontario, with fifteen catablithmentt 
in the former province and nine in the latter. Crott 
output of 1932, which at already tiated wat $19,- 
864,843, thowed an inaeate of $K677,35I, or 
9.2 per cent, over 1931. The capital invettment, 
$28,021,412, wat marked by a decreate of $4,183,- 
795, practic^y all of which occurred in the value 
of land, buildings, fixturet, machmery and toolt in 
the province of Quebec. The number of talaried and 
wage-earning employeet in 1932 wat 7,036, an in- 
create of 763, or 12.2 per cent, and talariet and 
waget paid totaled $5,756,865, repretenting a small 
decrease of $2,130. The cott of materials used was 
$7,858,104. an increase of $1,375,907, or 21.8 
per cent, while the value added by manufacture, $ 12.- 
006,739, thowed a gain of $301,444, or 2.6 
per cent. 

The principal item of production in 1932 was 
fabrics of real tilk. which amounted to 10,171,470 
yards having a telling value at the factory of $6.- 
441,482. The corresponding production in 1931 
wat 8.657,612 yards valued at $6,469,207. Of 
artificial tilk fabrm 7,206,373 yards were manuiac- 
tured with a value of $3,362,901 against a 1931 
production of 4,073,434 yards valued at $2,- 
323,662. Real and artificial tilk fabrics and their 
mixtures produced in 1932 amounted to 4,592,232 
yards with a value of $3,416,194. compared with 
3.542,690 yards valued at $3,001,725 in 1931. 

Production of threads, yams, embroidery floss, and 
of tilk and artificial silk totaled 5,357,388 pounds 
valued at $4,221,060 in 1932 against 4,383,839 
yards worth $4,055,203 in 1931. 

Canada is on balance a large Importer of tilk 
and tilk products, but over half her imports are raw 
tilk and artificial tilk yarns. Total imports of real 
and, artificial silk into Canada in the calendar year 
1932 amounted to $12,638,021. Of this amount 
silk cocoons and taw tilk were valued at $6,040,997 
and artificial tilk yams at $509,804. Total imports 
of real tilk were valued at $9,690,664 and of arti¬ 
ficial silk at $2,947,357. Total exports of real and 
artificial tilk had a value of $894,406, the principal

So many -cxtraordiiuiry things have taken placa 
in Germkny in recent weeks that nothmg now comes 
as a surprise, but when tbe Nazi Ministry of Justice 
proposed that legal sanction be given to the killing 
of persons afflicted with .incurable disease, it mixed 
itself up with one of the most tragic and perplexag of 
all modern.problems. 

It is common knowledge, of course, that every 
doctor has seen, over and over again, patients who 
looked forward to death as a relief from their suffer* 
ing* persons who knew well that they were doomed, 
but who arc condemned to a lingering torment while 
warting. with as much fortitude as their physical con¬ 
dition permits, for their maladies to reach a climax. 

Naturally many people have thought that in 
such tragic cases it would be a great kindnau to* 
patient, and relatives as well, if death's tardy footsteps 
could be hastened in the simplest and most humani¬ 
tarian way known to medical science. But this only 
takes into account half a case. The terrible abuses 
that might arise under such a system are too obvious 
to require comment, while the moral objections lo 
certain aspects of it are equally apparent. 

If the Nazi government, therefore, goes through 
with this proposal, it will be attempting something 
which no modem society yet has had the temerity 
to try.

Tbe^' there 
is s dominie in this story, who. like the/^oiainis 
lo "No Second Spring." is a qtieer-acring Indi¬ 
vidual. DO wonder, for his eyes differ |n color and 
he has the gift of mind-reading; he^ls what the 
Scotch call "fey." As for ths wem^ in ths etory. 
we find Allison's double is Mrs L^khart. a gentle 
woman married to a crab. The Ixxrkhart girls and 
tbelr love affairs provide the ^Son for the st^ry. 
Julia. Emmie and Llsbet are highly indlrHutUsed. 
and the romantic eseapadM of the first two are 
related by the third. 'There is plenty of sdntunsnt 
in "*rhs Oowk Storm"'and tniiiiptim Hght on 
Highland eustoma and superstitions. 

In Scotland the country people used the term 
*‘Oowk storm" m reference to a tempest that 
comes at the beginnliy of May to ruffle the 
serenity of quiet waters Mias Morrison suggests 
that bar charactsrs pass through a atom of senti¬ 
ment in the early summer of tbelr lives. 

It seems strange that Misa MorrlsiNi and Mlaa 
Belth should have in c lined to wigbiamt manaas 
and ministers and their families for material for , 
romance. While Miss Beith’s style is a uifle more 
distlngulahed than that of Miss Morrison. |^n- 
ture to t|itnk that most readers wlU pnttf "The 
Ootrk Storm" to "No Second Spring" bemuse of 
Its greater variety of incident. Both stories are 
good, but neither is worth more than SS.000. com¬ 
petition or no competition.—W. T. ALLISON.

E ven before lu publicatioo by *nM>maa Nelson 
and Sons in 'Toronto dprtng the tost few days. 
Dr. O. J. C. Withrow’s ’’Shsckling ths *rrsns- 
gresaor" had b e oqme the meet dlscueaed Canadian 
book of the eaasdn. It wm publis h ed first in the 
form of a saries of artlctos in The Olob# of To¬ 
ronto. *rhe series dealing with eondiUocs 
in Canada’s torfest penitentiary at Kingston. 
Ont. shocked Canad 4 ans'and wm produruve of 
edttortol articles in the newspapms from coast to 
coast, demanding the sltoalnatlon of prison abusM 
and the adoption of a mor# anlightsoed handling 
of ths whole penal problem. This book Hm now 
made svaitobit 4c persons in those parts of Canada 
not reaehtd by The Olobe. the attlelee which have 
caused the stir. 

Dr. Withrow, who is^ a well-known Ontario 
medical practitioner, holding ww gu^h m well m 
Canadian dagrees, wm senunoed to the peruun- 
uary for participatioa lo an operation that went 
wrong. With a trained mind, be obcerved the 
conduct of the prlaon from the inside during hie 
term of incareeratlon. The rloto at Kington 
"Pen" a few months ago dtrecied public stUation 
to that institution. But the curtain of offldaidom 
shut from ths public knowledge of what bM been 
and la going on behind those btonkctlng waits and 
gates. When Or. Withrow obtained bis liberty, 
be set out to UU the story. In tbelr reveleUon of 
.the matnienanee of priaon practisoa of modievai 
times in this country, of cruelties, of aedlstlc 
msmfeeutions on the part of those in actual 
control, and ebeenoe of anything like sclentlfie 
penology, hie ertlctoe surprised Cenadians. moet

Withrow quote#yths 
warden m saying, and the whole conduct ^the 
losutution according to him is based oh this 
attitude. The reetiR is that mentally s^% saen 
are not studied or considered; "^vent^n is not 
desired, but only the opportunity to intun punish¬ 
ment and yet more punishment." w^ ths "lust 
for bruises and blood’* having fitly course upon 
meatslly sick men. Or. Withrow a number

chtotry Is unknown at Kinystoiy ecoording to him, 
wtth tbe result that men vho^ a doctor instantly 
recognises m subjMts for p^hiatric esamlaetion 
and treatment are enthutimicaiij hustled off by 
guards to the peddle myhir.f’x torture chamber^ 
where their bodies ere imn end smeehed.
